Such offend­ 
ers as strawberries, lobster, oysters, 
fork and peanuts can be omitted 
from the diet without much de­ 
privation or nutritional danger, but 
when it comes to such fundamental 
things as milk, eggs and wheat, and 
it is found that a person has 
symptoms of Catarrh, asthma, hives 
or diarrhea from these things, the 
question of treatment is not easy. 
They are constant requisites of the 
ccok. Hardly any tasty dish bs made

without the use of either milk, 
eggs or wheat, and the cook who 
has to prepare food for a patient 
of this kind bs at a great loss for 
substitutes. 
Most of these cases occur in in­ 
fancy and in the course of time, in 
my opinion, nearly all of us acquire 
an immunity, even if we arc not 
Immune at the beginning. 
In infants with eczema, however, 
the problem of a mlik-free and egg- . 
free diet is very troublesome. How­ 
ever, milk can be Imitated and tile 
chemical constituents of milk in 
proper proportions made in arti­ 
ficial mixtures. Such a one is made 
cut of soybean flour. 
Sometimes simply boiling tile milk 
will give relief. 
The substitution 
of goat's milk has been successfully 
used. The use of evaporated milk 
sometimes works. 
A number of substitutes for wheat 
foods have been made. For instance: 
C innamon ToaM 
Four tablespoons sugar 
Two teaspoons cinnamon 
four rye-type wafers 
Mix sugar and cinnamon 
to­ 
gether. Brush rye-type wafers with 
vegetable oil 
or shortening and 


bake in a moderate oven (350 de­ 
grees F.) until light browm. Sprinkle 
on sugar mixture while warm. 
Rye Bice Bread 
One and one-third cups rye flour 
Two-thirds cup rice flour 
One-half teaspoon salt 
Six teaspoons sugar 
IO teaspoons baking powder 
One and one-third cups water 
Two teaspoons olive oil 
Sift dry ingredients together. Add 
water and oil, beating thoroughly. 
Pour into loaf pan greased with 
olive cil and bake in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees F.) 40 minutes. 
Makes one loaf. 
The person who is egg sensitive 
gets along pretty well because he 
can eat any breads which do not 
have eggs used in them. For fats 
he can use butter, meat, poultry or 
vegetable fats, olive oil and oleo­ 
margarine. He can have all kinds 
of fruits, meats, nuts, poultry and 
game, sugars and vegetables. The 
cook must prepare pastries with no 
egg. Tile cinnamon toast and rye- 
rice bread, for which recipes are 
given above, come into this field. 
Desserts present a great problem 
for these people but with some in­

wheat, egg or milk can be con­ 
ceded.
